Lloyd George Speaks of 
Genoa Conference 

Says All Nations^of Europe 
Invited 

London, Jan. 21.—Premier 
Lloyd George, addressing the 
National Liberal conference to¬ 
day. declared that all the nations 
of Europe without distinction 
had been invited to the Genoa 
Economic Conference, “because 
we want to put an end to con¬ 
stant wars and rumors of wars.’’ 

Discussing the "Washington 
Conference, he said: 

“The peace of the world 

largely depends upon good under¬ 
standing between the United States 
and ourselves. The conference has 
done more than anything else to re¬ 
store that Understanding.” 

Conferences. 

The Premier, referring to Inter¬ 
national conferences in general, said 
that if there had been a conference 
in July, 1914, there would have been 
no war In August, 1914. “No inter¬ 
national conference ever settled 
Europe's problems," * he said, “but { 
they have advanced the cause of. 
peace.. I have profound conviction 
and faith in the ultimate reason of I 
mankind.” 

Greeted. 

Mr. Lloyd George was greeted with 
a storm of cheers when he appeared 
on the platform In Central Hall, 
whore the conference was held. AM 
the Coalition Ministers and Liberal 
members of Parliament were present. 
Replying to an aulogistic introduc¬ 
tion by the chairman of the meeting, 
Lord Leverhulmo, the Premier im¬ 
mediately began a discussion of the 
advantage accruing to the Empire 
from the Irish settlement. “It Is the 
first time for a century," he said, 
“that we have had an Irish Govern¬ 
ment established- with the whole¬ 
hearted sanction of the people of 
Great Britain." * 

The Premier said the Irish settle¬ 
ment had enhanced the prestige of 
Great Britain throughout the world 
and had deprived her enemies of ‘ the 
force of that taunt that we were al¬ 
ways willing to give advice to other 
nations which wc never followed our¬ 
selves." 

Election Outlook. 

Touching on the subject of a gen¬ 
eral election, he disclaimed that ho 
had started talk of it, saying he had 
not made up his mind in regard to 
such an election and that it would 
not be his business to' do so until the 
last minute. 

“I have nothing to add to the ad¬ 
mirable statement on the si^>Ject by 
rny^ colleague. Austen Chamberlain." 
he added. ,r Whcther the election 
comes early or late we shall have 
but one policy to put before tha 
country', a. policy not dictated by elec¬ 
tioneering exigencies, but a policy 
demanded by the needs of the coun¬ 
try and the world." 

Trade. 

World trade, he said, was in a 
worse condition than anyone present 
had ever witnessed before. ‘‘Inter¬ 
national confidence is the basis of in¬ 
ternational trade,” he said. “The 
problem confronting Great Britain 
»nd the world may be summed up in 
one phrase—restoration of interna¬ 
tional confidence. Order will restore 
confidence. We must establish real 
peace In the world.” 

Genoa Conference. 

Mr. Lloyd George said he was 
looking to the Genoa Conference to 
restore peace in the East. 

“If permanent peace is established 
there must be great reduction in the 
cost of armaments,” he added. "The 
British army is being reduced to be¬ 
low the pre-war standard, and the 
navy and the air force are being re¬ 
duced also. The nations must be 
prepared to take the risks of peace." 

League of Nations. 

The Premier said he believed in the 
League of Nations. “And 1 wish some 
of its friends would not run it as if 
it were a sort of little party show,” 
he added. 

Germany. 

With reference to German repar¬ 
ations, Mr. Lloyd George declared: ' 

“I am one of those who think 
Germany ought not to he let off from 
payment, hut Germany is suffering 
from exhaustion like other nations 
and delay is inevitable. The sooner, 
however, a settlement is reached the 
better.” 

An Appeal. 

London. Jan. 21.—An appeal to the 
nations to establish a real peace by 
which international confidence and 
world trade might be restored was 
made by Premier Lloyd George in a 
lengthy speech before the National 
Liberal conference here to-day. 

Premier Lloyd George said he 
looked to the Genoa gathering to re¬ 
store peace in the East, and he plead¬ 
ed for a reduction in the cost of 
armaments. “Nations must be pre¬ 
prepared to take risks for peace,” he 
declared. 

Much of his speech dwelt with 
domestic economies and politics. As 
was expected he declared for con¬ 
tinuation of an alliance of all ele¬ 
ments of the Coalition Government 
in order to ensure the fullest meas¬ 
ure of co-operation in the work of 
European reconstruction and home 
economics.

TO BE FRIENDLY 

Lord’s Day Alliance Wants 
Strict Sunday Observance 

Regards Police Commission 
As Sympathetic 

That ths selling of Sunday news¬ 
papers, and the operation of drug, 
candy and other stores on Sunday; as 
W6ll as Sunday band concerts were 
all against the provisions of the 
Lord's Day Act, and would be stop¬ 
ped if the branch should succeed in 
urging upon the authorities that they 
should do their duty, was the decision 
reached by the membership at the 
annual meeting of the local branch of 
the Lord's Day Alliance last evaning. 
Therefore the question was referred 
to th# executive for action. 

Progress Questioned. 

The meeting was hold In the school 
room of the St. Andrew’s Presbyter¬ 
ian Church, with Dr. I/eslie Clay in 
the chair. The result of the meeting 
coincided with a similar attitude 
adopted at the annual meeting of tho | 
branch last year, when a committee 
was struck to Investigate the sit¬ 
uation.

Dr. Duestis Speaks. 

E»r. Charles Hnestis, of Red Doer, 
Alberta, western secretary for the 
Lord’s Day Alliance, said: “I notice in 
a local paper this evening and also in 
Vancouver papers yesterday that 
there is a reference to the non-en¬ 
forcement hero of the Lord’s Day 
Act.”

Lower Mainland Electors 
Adopt Resolutions 

Confidence in Government Ex¬ 
pressed by Delegates 

New Westminster. Jan. 21. Three 
resolutions were adopted at the 
Lower Mainland Liberal convention 
in New Westminster yesterday, at 
which upwards of 300 men and 
women were present. They were in 
substance as follows: 

G)—That a provincial convention 
should be called in British Columbia 
not later than March 29. 

(2) —That all railway fares to the 
convention should be pooled, so that 
delegates from constituencies at a 
distance may not find it too great a 
hardship to attend. 

(3) —That the convention express 
its confidence in Premier Oliver and 
hla Government, and objection to the 
bitter attacks being made on the j 
Premier and the Government by » 
section of the press. 

Chairman. 

John Reid, who was Liberal candi¬ 
date in the recent Federal election 
and is president of the Westminster 
Liberal Association, presided at the 
outset of the meeting, but on account 
of sickness in his family and the 
possibility that ho might be called 
away he asked that someone else take 
the chair. M. J. Phillips was then 
elected chairman. 

The question of-making*it an open 
meeting then came up and it was 
decided that in view’ of the hdktility 
and bias of a section of the main¬ 
land press it was not desirable in the 
interest of the party that the re* 
-porters should be present. 

Addresses. 

A resolution committee was then 
appointed and while it was at work 
in on adjoining room the chairman 
called on M. A. Macdonald, c hairman 
of the British Columbia Liberal As¬ 
sociation: Mrs. M. K. Smith. M. P.P.; 
Frank Russell, and Captain Jan 
Mackenzie, M. P. P., to address the 
meeting. 

Mr. Macdonald explained why a 
convention hud not been called since 
1913, when one was held in Victoria, 
stating the principal reason was due 
to the fact that while the war Aas 
on there was a strong feeling against 
political conventions of any sort, and 
after the war Liberalism continued 
divided between the regular Liberal 
Party and that section of it which 
had joined the Union Government of 
Panada. Under such circumstances 
it had been considered that until the 
breach was healed a convention 
would do more harm than good. 

Support. 

James Conley, president of the 
Greater Vancouver Liberal Associa¬ 
tion, urged the necessity of having 
a convention without delay and the 
more Immediate need of having a 
meeting of tho provincial executive 
to decide when the convention might 
ho called. Mr. Conley wanted that 
executive meeting to be held on the 
first of next week in Victoria, at the 
same time that the Liberal caucus 
is held there. 

Mrs. Smith also favored a conven¬ 
tion and deprecated the appearance 
of any schism in the party, the 
woman member urging all factions to 
get together for the common interest 
and work together to that end. 

Capt. Mackenzie. 

Captain Mackenzie also spoke in 
the interests of party unity. 

Brigadier-General Odium, who was 
Liberal candidate in Vancouver 
South in the recent Federal election, 
was also called on to speak, lie said 
he considered that he had lost his 
political voice oh L>eoember 6 of last 
year and did not expect to regain 
it until after the Liberal convention 
had taken place and afforded an op¬ 
portunity for the fullest and frankest 
expression of party feeling. 

The resolutions committee then 
brought in its report and the three 
motions, given above, w r cre passed 
unanimously.

Announcement Made by Craig 
and Collins 

Latest Ulster-Southern Ireland 
Development 

London, Jan. 21.—Sir James Craig, j 
the Ulster Premier, and Michael Col¬ 
lins, head of the Irish Free State 
Provisional Government formed un¬ 
der the Anglo-Irish Treaty, Issued a 
joint statement this evening an¬ 
nouncing an agreement regarding the 
question of the boundary between 
Ulster and Southern Ireland. 

Boycott Ends. 

The agreement, it is announced, 
also provides for the cesation of the 
Southern Ireland boycott against Bel¬ 
fast, and the return of the Homan 
Catholic workmen to the Belfast 
shipyards. 

The Collins-Craig agreement like¬ 
wise providesHhat the two Govern¬ 
ments (of Northern and Southern 
Ireland) shall dcvffse a more suitable 
system than the proposed “Council 
of Ireland” for dealing with prob¬ 
lems affecting the whole of Ireland. 

To-day's agreement was consider¬ 
ed here as giving promise of an 
amicublc adjustment of affairs be¬ 
tween Ulster and Southern Ireland. 
Martial La w. 

Dublin. Jan. 21.—Martial law has 
been declared in the Kilmalloch area 
hy the brigade commander of the 
“Irish Republican Army” at East 
Limerick, according to a telegram 
received here to-day from Charle- 
vllle, County Cork. This action was 
taken, said the message, because of 
hay burning and other disorders in 
the area. 

IRISH FREE STATE 
LEGISLATURE TO 
USE OLD BUILDING 

Dublin, Jan. 21.—The old Irish Par¬ 
liament building on College Gr>en, 
now occupied by the Bank of Ireland, 
is destined to become the official 
home of the Legislature of the new 
Irish Free State, according to tho 
political correspondent of The Free¬ 
man's Journal. 

CONFERENCE OF 
IRISH BEGINS IN 
FRENCH CAPITAL 

Paris, Jan. 21.—Sons and daughters 
of Ireland and their descendants from 
all corners of the globe began arriving 
In Paris this morning to take purt in 
the. world conference of the Irish race 
set to begin here to-day. 

The organizers of the conference, 
for which arrangements have been In 
progress several months, ekpect dele¬ 
gates to be present from fifteen dif¬ 
ferent countries.

Eamonn dr Valera is 
expected next week. 

PREDICTED FROST 
WILL SPOIL FRUIT 

IN CALIFORNIA 

San Francisco, Jan. 21.—No relief 
from the damuging cold snap is held 
out to the citrus crop men of South¬ 
ern California the forecast for the 
next twenty-four hours issued by the 
United States weather bureau here 
to-day.

Benedict XV. Made Efforts to 

Shorten War 

•_ 

Review of Life of the Late 
Pontiff 

Pope Benedict XV „ the 259th suc¬ 
cessor nf St. Peter as supreme head 
of the Roman Catholic Church, 
who died to-day. began his 

pontificate September 6. 1914. 

soon after Europe entered upon its 
four years of war. Upon many oc¬ 
casions during the w r ar he endeavored 
to bring tho belligerent nations to a 
peace agreement and thus to maintain 
the title which had been affection¬ 
ately bestowed upon him by a high 
dignitary of his communion as “a 

messenger God sent to bring peace.” 

The war between Italy and Austria, 
in both of which peoples of the 

Catholic religion predominate, was 
particularly a great sorrow to tho 
Pope. Those near to him said he de¬ 
precated the German violation of Bel¬ 
gium. When the Lusitania was sunk 
telegraphed to the then Kaiser 
Wilhelm his abhorrence of a deed 
which had shocked the world. 

The successor of Plus X. was said 
to have combined the statesmanship 
of Pope Leo XIII. with the grace of 
his immediate predecessor. He en¬ 
deavored. it is said, to carry out the 
ideals and policies of those two great 
churchmen. But the world war, which 
broke the heart of Pius X., saddened 
the first four years of his pontificate 
and prevented the fulfillment of some 
of his aspirations. 

Visited By Wilson. 

One of the incidents of his pontifi¬ 
cal career was the visit which Presi¬ 
dent Wilson paid to him on January 
4, 1919, when tho President went to 
Rome prior to the opening of tho 
Peace Conference at .Versailles. 

[ One of the smallest men physically 
I over elected to tho chair of SL Peter, 

I the former Cardinal della Chiesa 
never expected to be thus honored by 
the Sacred College and is said to have . 
wept when apprised of his election. 
He would have preferred, he said, to | 
remain a simple priest or, at most,} 
Cardinal and Archbishop of Bologna, j 
Peace Appeals. 

On the day of his election he spoke I 
of the burden of responsibility thrust 
upon “one frail brain” and expressed 
his horror of the world conflict then 
being waged and his hope that it 
would quickly end. One week after 
his coronation, when the Fisherman’s 
King was placed upon his finger, he 
issued an Encyclical to the episcopacy 
of the world In which rulers were ex- 
i horted to put aside dissensions and to 
enter into a council of peace with 
all speed.” The appeal fell on stony 
ground, however. 

Again on January 18, 1915, Pope 
Benedict took up the task of bringing 
peace to a war-torn world, decreeing 
that on .February 7 priests and laity 
of the Roman Catholic church 
throughout the ^prld should unite In 
services and prayers for the restora¬ 
tion of onhersal amity ;inl goodwill. 

The next occasion Benedict exer¬ 
cised Ids numane prerogative mil on 
July 2‘. HIS, the first a n.i (ventary 
of the war. when he issued un appeal 
to all rulers. 

Sacrifices Urged. 

In March. 1916. the Pope again 
reiterated his prayer for Ibe dawn 
of a new and better day. “Each bel-' 
ligerent should clearly state his 
desires,” he said, “but should he 
ready to make the necessary sacri¬ 
fices of pride and particular in¬ 
terests.” Previously Benedict had 
written to the late Emperor Francis 
Joseph of Austria asking him to 
’’shorten the war.” and likewise 
sounded the then Kaiser of "Germany 
as to the terms upon which lie would 
lay down the guge of baMle. 

In May. 1916, Monsignor Bonzano, 
Papal Delegate to Washington, de¬ 
livered to President Wilson a roes-

INFORMED BY WIRE 

Loudon, *Jan. 21.—6.53. .p.m. -Car¬ 
dinal Bourne. Archbishop of West¬ 
minster, stated this evening he hud 
been’ officially notified hy telegraph 
from Rome that Pope Benedict was 
dead. 

Cardinal Bourne’s announcement ol 
the death of Pppe Benedict was ap¬ 
parently in conformity with the cus¬ 
tom by which the cardinals compris¬ 
ing the Sacred College are first in¬ 
formed of death of a Pope, before 
the information Is made known to 
the general public. 

The Anal illness of Pope Benedict 
lasted only a few days. The first 
signs of his malady appeared slight¬ 
ly more than a week ago, hut only 
early this week whh his condition 
considered sufficiently serious for the 
public to bo informed of it. 

On Thursday of last week, while 
His Holiness was celebrating macs 
in the Matllde Chapel, he complained 
of feeling chills and was seised with 
a spell of coughing. Despite the 
urgings of his attending cardinals 
however, the Pope finished the cere¬ 
mony and afterward walked lyick to 
the Vatican, visibly fatigued. 

On Wednesday. 

Stubbornly fighting off the incip¬ 
ient malady, the Pope refused to take 
to his bed and kept on attending_tn 
hi« duties until Wednesday of this 
week, when his physicians insisted 
that he must no longer go about. 

Dr. Battistini.. the Vatican phy¬ 
sician. was called grid later Dr. Mur- 
chiafava and other Timed medical 
authorities were consulted. They 
j diagnosed the disease ;ts influenza! 
bronchitis. His condition was not at 
first considered serious, but early 
Friday morning there came a sud¬ 
den turn for the worse, the congestion 
in the bronchial cavity spreading to 
the lungs. 

As soon as it was realized that 
His Holiness was suffering from 
pneumonia consultations of physic¬ 
ians were called and every attempt 
known to medical science .was made 
to combat the dread malady. 

At 1. p.m. 

Rome. Jan. 21. -At 1 p.m. Dr. Bat¬ 
tistini, one of Pope Benedict’s phy¬ 
sicians, said the end was approach¬ 
ing for Pope Benedict, being a ques¬ 
tion of hours. 

Immediately after the morning con¬ 
sultation of his physicians, the Pope 
had a quiet spell. His respiratiou 
was less Irregular and he expressed 
a desire to rest. He turned on his 
side and fell asleep immediately. The 
physicians were surprised at this 
turn in the case, and thought there 
might be some hope for His Holiness 

■ if lie were able to sleep three or 
i four hours. 

The Pope dozed from 8 until 9 
o’clock, when a cordial was admin¬ 
istered to him. 

To-day being the fete day of St. 
Agnes, patfon of Capranica College, 
in which Is* was a youthful student,

Suffered Pain.

"In the case of articles exported to 
Canada of a class or kind made or 
produced in Canada, if the export or 
actual selling price to an importer in 
Canada is less than the fair market 
value of the same article then sold for 
home consumption in the usual and 
ordinary -course in the country 
whence exported to Canada at the 
time of its exportation in Canada, 
there shall .n addition to the duties 
otherwise established, be levied, col¬ 
lected and paid on such article, on 
its importation into Canada, a spe¬ 
cial, uuty, or "dumping" duty. equal 
to the difference to th^said soiling 
I rire of the article for exponr and the 
said fair market value for home con¬ 
sumption, and such special duty or 
"dumping" duty shall be levied, col¬ 
lected and paid on such article, al¬ 
though it is not otherwise dutiable 
provided that said special duty shall 
not exceed 15 per cent, ad valorem, 
in any case.” 

Whit is “Market Value”? 

This provision which, it is impor¬ 
tant to observe, relates only to goods 
of a class or kind made or produced 
in Canada, does not apply to goods 
subject to duty equal to or exceed¬ 
ing 50 per cent, ad valorem, or to 
goods of a class or kind subject to 
excise duty In Canada, or to cases 
where difference between the selling 
price to the importer in Canada does 
not exceed 5 per cent, of the fair 
market value. It is laid down in the 
customs regulations that the fair 
market value is to be estimated on 
the usual credit basis, except when 
the article is universally sold in the 
country of export for cash only, that 
the export price or selling price 
means the exporter’s price of the 
goods, then a bona fide discount for 
cash of 2* per cent., when deducted | 
by the exporter on the invoice, may j 
be allowed, and that, provided the I 
goods have been shipped in the or- | 
dinary course after purchase, the 
amount of any advance in the market 
value of the goods between the time 
of purchase and the date of expor¬ 
tation to Canada shall not be subject 
to special duty. It is difficult to es¬ 
timate the deterrent effect of a pro¬ 
vision of this kind.

Seme Reasons for Support 

The following are a few of the rea¬ 
sons which may be considered to sup¬ 
port the alms of the Inter-Empire 
Trade Organization. 

There is a general consensus of 
opinion among the departmental com¬ 
mittees appointed by the Boards of 
Trade in favor of some measure to 
prevent “dumping." by which *we un¬ 
derstand the sale of goods In a par¬ 
ticular market at prices lower than 
those at which the goods are current¬ 
ly offered in the country of ’manu¬ 
facture. The view is strongly held 
that the frequent dumping of foreign 
combinations has been the expression 
of a persistent policy, aiming at the 
depression of some British industries 
and the prevention of the establish¬ 
ment of others.

Halifax. Jan. 20.—Although the 
correspondence study division of the 
Nova Scotia Technical College at 
Halifax has only been organized a 
short titne, already the student en¬ 
rollment has more than justified the 
new venture. At present the division 
offers courses in fifty different sub¬ 
jects, and the demand for teaching 
by correspondence in Nova Scotia is 
growing rapidly, according to the 
Superintendent A. T. Jewett. In spite 
of the fact that the Department of 
Technical Education established sev¬ 
enteen evening schools for miners in 
different mining centres of the pro¬ 
vince." there developed such an in¬ 
sistent demand for correspondence 
courses in mining that it has been 
decided to add another dcpartmenL 

The Nova Scotia Technical College 
began teaching by correspondence in 
19H5, but soon had to discontinue it, 
because the whole staff and space 
were required for the retraining of 
men who were being discharged from 
the Canadian Expeditionary Force 
with service disabilities preventing 
them from returning to their pre¬ 
war occupations. 

Without Dslay. 

In March. 1921, when the Corre¬ 
spondence Division was being reor¬ 
ganized, the Nova Scotia institution 
was able through the courtesy of the 
Provincial Institute of Technology 
and Art. Calgary. Alberta, the State 
Board of Education of Massachusetts 
and the University of Wisconsin to 
make use of courses of instruction 
already prepared, and to offer a wide 
range of study courses without de¬ 
lay.

as the Commonwealth may 
determine from time to time; 

(b) Commonwealth Parliament to 

be vested with authority to 
create new States or Pro¬ 
vinces; 

fc) Senate to be abolished; 

(d) High Court of Australia to 

have final jurisdiction in all 
Australian causes; 

(e) Principle of adult suffrage to 

be embodied in the consti¬ 
tution; 

(f) Initiative and referendum.

In presenting his Bill providing for 
a Federal Convention Mr. Hughes 
said his object was to remove the 
question of Constitutional amend¬ 
ment from party politics, but has his 
proposal involves elections through¬ 
out Australia some doubt is expressed 
as to whether his purpose will be 
achieved.

Melbourne, Australia Jan. 20.— 
(Canadian Press)—The question of 
amending the constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Australia is again 
to the forefront, and Premier Hughes 
has introduced a Bill to provide for 
creation of a Federal Convention to 
study the constitution which was 
adopted In 1900 and report on the 
various proposals for amending it. 
According to Mr. Hughes' plan, the 
Convention would consist of seven¬ 
ty-five memoers chosen by the elec¬ 
tors of the 'seventy-five constituen¬ 
cies, eighteen ‘members selected from 
the sitting members of the two 
Houses of the Federal Parliament, 
and eighteen members appointed by 
and from among the members of the 
six State Legislatures. 

When the Labor Party became a 
power in Commonwealth politics it 
found that its Federal program of 
social legislation clashed with State 
rights, and it presently began an agi¬ 
tation to alter the Federal Consti¬ 
tution. Hr. Hughes, then an out¬ 
standing figure ip the Labor move¬ 
ment, drafted the plank in the Par¬ 
ty's platform demanding enlarge¬ 
ment of tho Commonwealth's powers. 

When the Labor administration 
went to the country in 1913, it sub¬ 
mitted its scheme for wider Common¬ 
wealth powers in *. modified form to 
.a referendum at the general elec¬

Washington. Jan. 21.—Crop condi¬ 
tions In the Northern Hemisphere 
were reported to-day by the Agricul¬ 
tural Department to he still “quite 
variable.” while the harvestings in 
the Southern Hemisphere were said 
to be in general slightly below esti¬ 
mates. 

While wheat harvesting in Argen¬ 
tina was said to be making good pro¬ 
gress, recent reports, the Depart¬ 
ment stated, were less optimistic than 
earlier ones as to the probable yield. 
The crop waft said to be of generally 
good quality, however, with the area 
planted estimated at approximately a 
million acres less than for the pre¬ 
ceding year. 

The Australian wheat harvest, now 
practically completed, also was ex¬ 
pected to show some reduction, it 
Was said, from the first official esti¬ 
mate of 146.614,000 bushels, which 
approximately equals the 1920-21 
crop. 

The condition of Winter wheat wns 
reported to be generally good 
throughout the eastern and northern 
section of the United States and in 
Canada, but described as poor in 
most of the southwestern states. 
Winter rye conditions were reported 
to be very' good In this country. 

Winter crops were said to be 
shoeing some deterioration in Ger¬ 
many and Irregular growth in France, 
due to drought, while they were re¬ 
ported as favorable in Hungary and 
several neighboring states. 

The rice crops of both India and 
Egypt were reported as promising to 
be considerably’ in excess of those of 
last year.

the Lord's Day Alliance in Canada, 
addressed the gathering. 

"I wish to express my congratula¬ 
tions to tho city of Victoria that 
someone has been placed in the high¬ 
est civic chair from whom wc can 
expect much. It is a splendid mes¬ 
sage of hope, at a time and In a city 
where It was never more needed. 

"If that message from the present 
occupant of that chair becomes an 
established stand, then it Is a wonder¬ 
ful message of hope." 

"Wilful- Perversion." 

Dr. Rochester dealt with what he 
termed "wilful perversion" of the 
meaning of the Lord's Day Acti 
which he laid- to the doors of those 
who "were unwilling or incapable of 
understanding the truth." 

"True patriotism cannot express it- ' 
self better," he continued, "than in 
the proper keeping of the Lord’s 
Day. The Lord's Day Alliance is 
quite as much misunderstood as the 
Lord's Day Act, 'and for the very 
same reasons. 

"The People’s Champion." 

Just as the Lord’s Day Act is the 
people's charter for one day of rest 
in seven, so the Lord's Day Alliance 
is the champion of that charter. The 
lord's Day Alliance Was established 
, over twenty-five years ago. and no 
organization in that time has Justi¬ 
fied itself more fully. In what it is, 
and in what it has done." 

Dr. Rochester here dealt with the 
history of Sabbath legislation in 
Canada, which he attributed as solely 
due to the activities of tho Lord’B 
Day Alliance. 

"In speaking of Sunday amuse¬ 
ment," resumed the speaker, "in the 
United States the motion picture 
business has pretty nearly captured 
tho Sabbath. The motion picture 
people are a solid army on this point, 
an dthey wish to get in. law or no 
law. 

"Not Innocent Ae Looks." 

“Even the seemingly innocent Sun¬ 
day concert is not as Innocent as it 
looks. The motion picture people 
say 'Here is an opening for us to 
come in later,’ and there is a very 
grave danger of the people coming 
to accept this attitude. I cannot 
commend the work of this organi¬ 
zation too strongly to you, for it is a 
great task. 

"Over six years were necessary to 
get the S*unday foreign newspaper 
out of a certain city in the East. Dr. 
Huestis has. Just reported that the 
police are now trying to get the Sun¬ 
day foreign newspaper out of Van¬ 
couver. The virtue of this organi¬ 
zation lies in its single aim, and all 
its efforts should be bent In that 
direction,” Dr. Rochester added. 

General Discussion. 

"Has the Sunday Hun been sold on 
Vancouver streets lately?" the Rev. 
William Stevenson wished to know, 
when the time for discussion came. 

"No Sunday newspapers have been 
so sold since early in December, 
when I found some Seattle Sunday 
papers being sold and I informed the 
police in Vancouver. They thanked 
me and put a stop to it then and 
there.” explained Dr. Huestls. 

"The Sunday Sun is still delivered 
to its subscribers but it stopped its 
street sale voluntarily after the 
pressure was brought to bear,” stated 
Dr. Rochester. 

"The Sun is on sale here on Sun¬ 
day morning, for I have seen a boy 
going around with It and calling it 
out," supplemented Dr. Clay. 

"I have sometimes seen a Seattle 
P.-I. here on Sundays, too," added 
the Rev. A de B. Owen. 

Band Concert*. 

At this stage of the discussion J. 
R. Bunn referred to the minutes of 
the last annual meeting where a com¬ 
mittee had been appointed to investi¬ 
gate the Sunday band concert issue 
and make a report on having such 
stopped.

This is the first time that British : 
tin has been used for the British Co¬ 
lumbia salmon pack in many years. 
Much of the tin in recent years has 
been supplied by the United States 
Steel Products Company. The ship¬ 
ment by the Mongolian Prince was 
loaded at the Welsh port of Swansea.

These figures have been re¬ 
ceived by the Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce through its Alaska Bureau 
from the United States Department 
of fisheries, Washington. D.C. 

Sealskins brought $342,701.29 and 
fox pelts $80,690. Indicating how 
Government supervision is building 
up the sealing industry, the report 
to the Chamber says in part: 

"Sealskins secured in 1920 num¬ 
bered 26.648, practically all from an¬ 
imals three and four years old.

With reference to the growth of 
the blue fox industry, the report 
shows: 

"Another valuable natural resource 
of the Pribllof Islands is a herd of 
blue foxes, which are practically de¬ 
pendent for food on the carcases of 
seals killed for their pelts. Unde? 
the careful handling this herd is now 
receiving, the number or animals 
has steadily increased and the yield 
of skins has become larger than 
ever before under Government aus¬ 
pices. The fox pelts taken during 
the Winter of 1919-20, numbering 901 
blues and 37 whites, were sold al 
public auction In St. Louis in Febru¬ 
ary. 1831. for $80,669. During the 
Winter of 1920-21, after an ample 
breeding reserve had been released 
the department’s agents took 1.125 
blue foxes and 14 white foxes, whose 
skina will be sold in dut course." 

The 826 native Inhabitants of the 
Pribllof Islands are Government wards 
and depend for their existence on 
the food, shelter, fuel and clothing

So Wood Cutting Scheme Is 
Halted; Start Again Next 
Week 


Tho city’s new “work test" wood 
cutting scheme was halted to-day, 1 
after proceeding for a couple of days 
because unemployed men who were 1 
cutting wood refused to work except 
for cash wages. A dispute between 
the city and a wood company from 
which cord wood for the scheme was 
being purchased also resulted in de¬ 
lay. It is hoped that the scheme may 
get under way again early next week. 

Under the eit^s present plan men 
who are given work cutting cord 
wood are provided with food and 
other necessities to the value of $2.50 
for every cord of wood cut. Alder¬ 
man E. S. Woodward, Chairman of 
the civic Finance Committee, was in¬ 
formed this morning, however, that 
the men wanted cash wages and 
would take nothing else, Alderman 
Woodward immediately went into 
conference with City Solicitor H. 8. 
Pringle on the matter but the legal 
aspect of the question was still in 
doubt at noon to-day. 

The Unemployed men. it Is under¬ 
stood, claim that the city is bound to 
give them relief under city by-laws 
and has no right to give them work 
and refuse to pay for it in money. 
The civic authorities, on the other 
hand, regard the wood cutting scheme 
as a “work test" npt as ordinary city 
relief work. The purpose of the 
schbme is to ascertain whether ap¬ 
plicants for relief are willing to work 
and also to provide temporary work 
for men who cannot immediately be 
given work with road gangs. 

The city has had trouble also In Its 
Humpback Reservoir drainage work. 
About half the workmen on this job 
went on a strike yesterday because 
they did not like the food which was 
being served at the Reservoir camp. 
City Engineer F. M. Preston has sent 
out another gang of men to replace 
the strikers. 


ANTI-CHINESE 
SCHOOL PUNS, 
HERE APPROVER 


New Regulation Governing 
Older Chinese Pupils 
Ratified 

The City School Board’s plan for 
preventing older Chinese pupils from 
attending Junior grades in city 
schools has been approved by the 
Department of Education. It was an¬ 
nounced at the School Board Offices 
to-day. 

The Board’s plan is embodied In 
this resolution passed when the Trus¬ 
tees met Wednesday night: 

“Subject to the approval of the 
Department of Education, all stu¬ 
dents of sixteen years or over are to 
be excluded as from next Monday 
from the Junior grades of the city’s 
schools, except under special per¬ 
mission." 

While this resolution does not 
apply only to Chinese it will, as a 
matter of fact, serve Qie Board's 
purpose, which Is to remove some 
fifteen Chinese boys of about six¬ 
teen years of age from the Rock Bay 
School. It is slated that there are 
scarcely any while children over six¬ 
teen years of age attending junior 
grades, so that the new regulation 
will have little effect upon white 
pupils. In special circumstances the 
Board, of course, can make exceptions 
to its general rule and. It is expected, 
will do so in the case of white 
children. 

earwIgdTscovered 

IN THIS PROVINCE 


B. C. Entomological Society 
Discusses Pest 

The European Earwig, first cousin 
to the cockroach, has Invaded the 
lower mainland and it is believed 
that some of them have reached por¬ 
tions of Vancouver Island. In Van¬ 
couver cases of houses .being seriously 
infected have, been reported, R. C. 
Treheme, of the Dominion Entomolo¬ 
gical Branch, told the British Colum¬ 
bia Entomological Society in their 
twenty-first convention here this af¬ 
ternoon. 

The year 1921 was marked, it was 
said, by no great insect outbreak on 
the lower mainland. Even the mos¬ 
quito crop failed to materialize, and 
the chief trouble was from the in¬ 
sidious attentions of the usual pests, 
R. Glendenning told the society in 
speaking on the question of insects of 
economic importance. The speaker 
dealt with the various insects and the 
method of extermination. 

The society held an informal dis¬ 
cussion during the morning session 
on variolas matters affecting the work 
of the organization. It was stated that 
the potato bug was among the more 
recent importations of Insects into 
British Columbia.

STAND BACK THERE 


It was London, in war time, and the 
pieces of falling aircraft shells were rain¬ 
ing down fast on that section of the 
great metropolis known as Hyde Park 
corner, where stands Marble Arch, a mas¬ 
sive archway in an island on the street.

Often in these colonies of sleeping 
tiats, two or more will hang to one an- 
bthcr by their toes, with the uppermost 
bearing the weight of the living chain so 
formed, while around them are shronded 
the black mantle of their wings. 

In this part of the world, where the 
Winter brings in its wake the piercing 
told of northern snows, the bats seek 
Winter refuge in sleep, and will not re- 
ippear until the sun has grown a great 
leal wanner, and the evenings lengthen 
jut into a long and milder twilight, when 
fgain for a moment we will see their flit¬ 
ting forms, ere nightfall hides them from 
»ur fascinated gaze.
